site 'and 


building in Oakland haa been something 
like that which neutralized tho efforts 
of Mr. English and Mr. Htlborn. There 
has been a luL of some kind or other 
barring the way. McKenna encoun- 
tered it; BO did Hilborn: ao has Ene- 
lish. 


Mr. English says he fools "confident 


ol getting through the appropriation at 
the short session which opens in De- 
comber." But he dnsipatoa h'is confi- 
denca in the uama breath by admitting 
the possibility of failure: "But if I fail 
I am ab'oluiely sure of getting it 
through tho noxt C-.inj;rea3." In sw- 
ing Ihia Mr. English relian, of course, on 
the Fifty-fourth Congr.^s being Demo- 
cratic. 
But th>» projpscts are, at this 


writing, tha otuar way. in that evsnt 
tha district will ba better off with a Re- 
publican representing it.

The Protective people claim the right 


o vote m this manner under Section 
1185 of tbe General Statute of Kanias 
whchaave: 


' In all elections for directors or tru)- 


ees ol anv incorpDratel company each 
shareholder ehall have the right to cast 
as many votes in the aggregate as snail 
equal the num'ier of aharea so held bv 
him multiplied bv tbe number of direc- 
tors or trustees to be electad at such 
election, and each shareholder mav oast 
the whole number of vo ei, eithtf in 
person or by projcy lor one candidate 
and such directors o. managers shall not 
be elected in any other mannsr." 


In order to shut out the protective 


people, the board produces the territorial 
charter of the company, issusJ in 1859 
which says. 


"All the corporate powers of sa d 


company shall ba vested in and exer- 
cised bv a board of directors and such 
officers and agents as they may appoint. 


"The Board of Directors shall consist 


ol thirteen persons, stockholders, three 
of whom, at least, shall be residents of 
Kansas, who shall be chosen annually 
by the stockholders, each shire having 
one vote bv person or prosy, and con- 
tinue in office until their successors are 
elected aod qualified, vacancies in the 
Board may be BlleJ by a vote of two- 
thirds of the reaia ning Directors." 


Tho board suyj tha law referred to 


does not apply, the charter havmg been 
issuad prior to its passage. The pro- 
tective people make answer that the 
Santa Fe Company has practically dis- 
carded ita charter and urga that the 
company, alter having accepted bene- 
fits under the State law for years, can- 
not now hide bahiad the provision of a 
territorial charter. 


In a conversation with a Times cor-
